Chirty-fifth Annual Medical Report 
JULY 1940 to JUNE 1941. 


URING the period July Ist, 1940, to June 30th, 1941, 140 
patients were admitted to the Sanatorium, 32 of these being 
readmissions. 


During the same period, 124 patients were discharged, and 13 died 
in the Sanatorium. Of those discharged, 8 were in the Sanatorium less 
than nine weeks and are not followed up in the after-history records, 
and 27 were readmissions who are considered in a later section of the 
Report. The remaining 89 patients were grouped according to condition 
on admission, as follows :—

Applications for particulars of admission totalled 224, and the 
average waiting list was 14 for men and 11 for women. 


Numerous entertainments have been provided during the year. 
Moving pictures have been shown twice a week during the winter and 
once a week in summer. Recitals were given by John Hunt, the well- 
known pianist, Miss Jacynth Holland, and Mr. Gordon Brand, the last 
two being supported by Dr. Herington at the piano. The Easebourne 
Choral Society came again this year and gave a concert of Christmas 
Carols. All these entertainments were greatly appreciated both by the 
patients and the staff. We endeavour to keep the patients’ minds not 
only away from the war as much as possible, but also from dwelling on 
their illness. One of the greatest difficulties in a Sanatorium is to prevent 
the patients talking amongst themselves about their disease, comparing 

their cases, and wondering why some improve more quickly than others. 
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It has not been so easy this year to keep'the library up to date, but 
it continues to be of great benefit to the patients. 


Difficulties in regard to the Sanatorium shop are increasing. Owing 
to quota restrictions-and rationing there is a marked decrease in the 
takings for the year but it is, nevertheless, still extremely useful. 


Church Services were held on Sundays, with special Services on 
Armistice Day, etc. Holy Communion was.celebrated once a week and 
also administered to bed patients. 


The Roman Catholic Priest has again. visited the Sanatorium at 
regular intervals to say Se for the Catholic patients. 


During the year a new Nurses’ Home with all modern amenities was 
opened, and has proved of inestimable value. 


We wish to place on record our grateful thanks to the Council and 
Consulting Staff for their valuable services and unfailing interest in the 
welfare of the Sanatorium. 


We add our sincere thanks to all members of the Staff for their loyal 
co-operation and devotion to duty during a hard and trying year. 


EMERGENCY HOSPITAL SCHEME 


The number of patients admitted under the Emergency Hospital 
Scheme during this period was‘50. Thirty were discharged and 3 died. 
The cases treated included empyema, lung abscess, haemothorax, 
chondroma of the lung, carcinoma of the bronchus, bronchiectasis, etc. 
A careful record of each case is being kept, and after the cessation of 
hostilities, we hope to publish a section dealing fully with these cases in 
the Report.

In the above table A denotes Negative Sputum, B Positive. 


The percentage of patients discharged with disease arrested is 62%, 
as compared with 54% in the previous year. We ascribe this increase to 
the continued use of active treatment of various kinds in a great number 
of cases. 
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The number of Group IV cases is small, owing to the fact that the 
long waiting list allows most cases to be investigated and diagnosed 
before the patients’ turn for admission is reached. 


GROUPS 


As in previous Annual Reports, the Turban-Gerhardt classification 
has been used to indicate the clinical condition of patients on admission. 
This classification, based on physical signs, is as follows :— — 


Group. I.—Disease of slight severity, limited to small areas of 
one lobe on either side, which, in the case of affection of both apices, 
does not extend beyond the spine of the scapula or the clavicle, or, 
in the case of affection of the apex of one lung, does not extend 
below the second rib in front. 


Group II.—Disease of slight severity, more extensive than 
Group I, but affecting at most the whole of one lobe; or severe 
disease extending at most to the half of one lobe. 


Group III.—All cases of greater severity than Group II, and 
| all those with considerable cavities.

By “disease of slight severity ’’ is to be understood : disseminated 
loci characterised by slight dullness, indefinite rough or weak vesicular 
or broncho-vesicular breathing and fine medium crepitations.

By “severe disease ’’’ is meant massive infiltration, recognised by 
dullness, broncho-vesicular or bronchial breathing, with or without 
crepitations. ~ , 


Cases with signs of considerable excavation, giving rise to tympanitic 
percussion with amphoric or cavernous breathing and numerous coarse 
consonating rales come under Group III.

Pleuritic dullness, if only of slight extent, is to be left out of account ; 
if it is considerable, pleuritis should be specially mentioned under 
tuberculous complications. 


The following terms are used to describe the condition of patients 
on discharge from the Sanatorium :— 


“ Disease Arrested.’’-—General health completely restored in 
every respect, without any sign of disease of the lungs except such 
as is compatible with a completely healed lesion ; sputum, if still 
present, free from tubercle bacilli. 


“ Improved,’’—General health improved, but not restored ; 
physical signs of disease in the lungs still present, though less marked 
than on admission. 


“ Stationary.’’—No appreciable improvement in the condition of 
the lungs or in the general condition. 


““ Worse.’’—General or local condition worse.

In 13 cases, sputum which was T.B. Positive on admission was 
negative on discharge. In 11 such cases, sputum cleared up completely. 
In 3 cases, sputum which was T.B. Negative on admission cleared up 
completely. Thus, sputum condition improved in 27 cases.

As before, we have made it our practice to follow up positive cases 
and see that they do not return to work until they are negative. They 
are trained in the disposal of sputum and other means for preventing the 
infection of others. On looking at the table, the number of patients 
discharged with a positive sputum may seem large, but some leave to 
carry on their treatment elsewhere and others go home to lead a sana- 


torium type of life, and thus make room for those in urgent need of 
active interference.

REPORT OF THE THROAT DEPARTMENT 


Of the 124 patients discharged during the year, the larynx of 108 
was examined by Sir StClair Thomson. Definite tuberculous’ disease 
was present in 7 cases, as compared with 5 last year, while the larynx 
in the remaining 101 cases was found to be normal. | best 


Of the 7 patients suffering from disease of the larynx, 1 was a 
thoracoplasty case and 2 were receiving artificial pneumothorax treat- 
ment. The remaining 4 patients did not receive active treatment. 


It is striking to compare the decline in the last two years in which 
incidents of a laryngeal lesion (which always increases the gravity of a 
case) with the relative frequency 30 years ago. In the first five years 
of a Throat Service (1911-16) the percentage of throat cases was 23.96. 
This improvement doubtless is primarily due to the earlier recognition 
of the disease, and the increased confidence of the public in seeking 
Sanatorium treatment. It is also noteworthy that, during the last few 
years, the disease in the larynx has been of a milder type, yielding to 
general treatment with, when indicated, collapse of the lung, and not 
requiring any local measures, beyond voice rest.

ARTIFICIAL PNEUMOTHORAX 


During the period 1925-40, Artificial Pneumothorax was attempted 
in 331 cases, of which 262 were successful. 


Of these 262 patients, 173 (66%) are known to be alive. Twenty 
of this number have received further surgical treatment. Particulars 
of sputum are known in 106 cases of the remaining 153, and are as 
follows :— .

Owing to the length of the waiting list, a large proportion of 
pneumothoraces was induced before admission, and this explains the 
apparently small number (25) induced in the Sanatorium. 


All cases have been grouped as follows :— 


Choice I.—Cases with involvement of not more tnan half of one lung, with 
signs of activity. 


Choice II.—Cases in which the whole of one lung is affected, or the upper . 
half of one, with slight infiltration in the other. 


Choice III.—Cases with bilateral disease, but with a possibility of benefit 
by a limited pneumothorax on the more active side. Cases in extremis, 
é.g., with hemoptysis.

SAN OCRYSIN 

Six cases have been treated with Sanocrysin during the year under 
review, as compared with 19 last year. Of these, 4 ceased treatment 
because of various complications. These complications are in. no way 
‘serious, as we always discontinue the injections if albumen appears in the 
urine. 


We have continued our practice of previous years of commencing 
with a very small dose and never giving above .2 gramme per week. 
With each year we are becoming more convinced that the number of 
cases that benefit from Sanocrysin is extremely small.
